The Bovcmmcnt, In denying a plea by Oen- 
erttl Motors for relimtlbn or the mandatory 
price "freeze" on new cars at Dec. 1 levela, 
rerealed ones more the arrogance of lU bu- 
reaucratic system. 

with the haughty attltutle that a «o char- 
aclcrlstic of the Waihlnston burcaucrata. a 
flpokesman for the economic stabilization ad- 
ministration blurted out to ncwamen as iol- 
lowa: . , 

•'Who Is dIcUtIng the price control of our 
economy— OM or this agency." 

This particular Bpokesm&n'a choice ot 
word betrayed not only an attitude which is 
all too prevalent In Kovemment nowadays, 
but demonstratetj how ea3\ly these bureau- 
mts dfflw unfair conduslona to serve their 
ends. 

"Dlctotlnr' I3 right, and all attempt* to 
conccol that Blaring tendency In govemment 
are fooling no one. But lor thla spokesman 
to Imply that aeneral Motors was nttflmptlnj 
to "dictate" was nothlni more than a crude 
misrepresentation. 

General Motors was "appealing" and "urg- 
ing" that the jovemment reinstate the cor- 
poration's price Increases until It hod been 
definitely determined whether or not these 
price advances were lustlfled. But the ESA 
spokesman twisted that appeal to make It ap- 
pear as If Oenerol Motors were defying the 
government. 

It would be a IltUe different If the gov- 
ernment had froien all prices and all wage 
scales at the same time. But the treeze ap- 
plied only to the automobile Industry for 
reasons which the E3A so for has failed to 
explain. 

To SMume that the auto manufacturers 
alone control our economy and that their 
prices ftlone would be out ot line Is ridiculous, 
yet this great Industry was singled out to be 
placed under a great disadvantage. 

In the speech In which President Truman 
announced the price treese on automobiles, 
nearly every American had anticipated an 
official or<ier virtually freezhig all prices and 
wagu at a jmUonn seals. Instead, the Presi- 
dent 'slapped such a restriction on the auto- 
mobile m^ufacturers. only. 

That doesnt make much sense to any 
open-minded person. Everyone knows that 
wages are a major overhead Item for any 
firm buUdIng automobiles. With the demands 
that labor has been making In recent years 
there Is no assurance that the auto manu-

HISS FACES LAST CHANCE 
Only the supreme court stands between 
Alger Hiss and prison. A federal appeals 
court upheld unanimously his conviction for 
perjury In connection ft-lth allesed esplonnRe 
activities for RuMla In the lP30's. 

The appellate Judges found that there was 
sufficient Independent evidence to nupport 
tho broad charges made against Hiss by 
Whlttaker Chambers. Chambers was vigor- 
ously attacked by Hiss as a witness who could 
not be believed, but the appeals court sug- 
gested that It was not unreasonable lor the 
Jury to believe his story— as it apparently did. 

The court lastencd on one aspect of the 
case which seemed to get too little attention 
during the two trials: The patently Inlse per- 
formance of Hls.1 In Identllylng Chambers 
by his 'teeth and voice alter previously saying 
—while looking at hts plcture-^thnr ho didn't 
know him. 

From here on, It's steeply uphill (or Alger 
—Hiss. He has not marshalled evidence that 
fits a pattern of Innocence, He has one more 
try.
